RISK OF PHYSICAL CONTAGION. 

Physical contagion, too, involves risks 
that can be obviated by the expedient 
ef home education. Scores of disor- 
dere which formerly were attributed to 
climatic vicissitudes have been traced 
te germs lurking in the atmosphere of 
crowded street cars, auction rooms, 
meeting houses, lecture halis and public 
libraries. Ill-ventilated schoolrooms are 
thus apt to become veritable distribu- 
tion centers of lung microbes. Whooping 
cough. diphtheria, the grip and chronic 
catarrh spread from form to form, from 
classroom to cviassroom. A few school 
boards in Michigan, Ohlo and some 
other States have begun to recognize 
that fact and inetruct teachers to send 
a coughing youngster home without 
loss of time, but the mischief of con- 
tagion may have been be- 
fore it is possible to realize the danger. 
In the case of such diseases as measies 
and variola timely diagnosis is even 
more difficult. 

NO DISEASE IN HOME SCHOOL. 

Physicians, it is true, are sometimes 
tempted to believe in the existence of 
contagion-proof beings of our species. 
There are hospital nurses who approach 
patients with an instinet- 
inspired confidence of personal immu- 
nity. and I have known juvenile coal- 
mine empbloyés to sleep in a “hutch” 
crowded with victims of malignant ca- 
tarrh and get up morning after morning 
with their own —— in good working 
order. But in a plurality of cases 
the Mability to infection exists, and 
there are children whose organism 
seems to attract microbes as quick- 
lime absorbs atmospheric moisture. Ca- 
tarrh germs clutch them at the first 
atip, diphtheria hits them on the fiy, 


of jand debility or other predisposing con- 


ditions give such seeds a chance to 
develop in a specially virulent form. 
For pathological scapegoats of that 
kind a home school is often the only 
plan of salvation. No antiseptics can be 
relied upon to counteract the contagion 
of an atmosphere saturated with the 
exhalations of a hundred lungs, but or- 
dinary precautions can make a private 
home a stronghold of hygiene. 
PRIVATE SYSTEM WILL GROW. 
Our city sehools are getting more 
crowded from year to year. and the 
most effective plan for the solution of 
@& serious sanitary problem will before 
long be adopted by all who can afford 
the expense of private tuition—at least 
for their younger children. And there is 
no doubt that in a country like ours the 
demand will be equaled by the supply.

It is for this pur- 
pose that civil governments are insti- 
tuted and maintained. If the laws of 
Pennsylvania are inadequate to the 
protection of life and property, it is 
clear that they should be so amended, 
supplemented and enforced that they 
will accomplish the desired object. If 
this need exists, there is ample war- 
rant for calling the Legislature to- 
gether in extra session. But it is dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, to trace any 
legitimate connection between laws for 
the protection of life and property, and 
laws designed to secure compulsory ar- 
bitration of labor disputes. 

Suppose the Legislature of Pennsy!- 
vunia should be convened*in extra ses- 
sion, and should enact a “compulsory- 
arbitration law.” How could such a 
law be made effective? At the very be- 
ginning would be encountered the dif- 
ficulty that the labor organizations 
could not be compelled to abide by the 
terms of arbitration. These organiza- 
tions are unincorporated, and their 
leaders strenuously oppose incorpora- 
tion. No agreement that the unions 
might make would be binding. They 
have often shown, in the past, that 
they have little regard for business 
contracts, and, being unincorporated, 
they are not financially responsible. 
Thus the proposed compulsory arbitra- 
tion would be a one-sided affair at 
best, and of no authoritative effect.

At the First Christian Church on 
yesterday morning, Rev. A. C. Smith- 
ers entered upon the thirteenth year 
ef his pastorate of that church.

TOWN'S GROWTH WARRANTS SUCH 
A CTEP, TIS SAID. 


Many Citizens in Favor of Proposed 
Change—Trustees Empowered to Con- 
duct Special Censue—Veterans Attend 
McKinley Memoria! Exercises. 


LONG BEACH, Sept. 14.~The prospect 
of transferring this seaside metropolis 
from the sixth to the fifth clase ie un- 
der discussion. Many citizens who have 
considered the question have expressed 
themeelves in favor of the change. 

According to the last Federal cen- 
sus Beach has a population of 
3262. t census was taken over two 
years ago, and during that period 
there has been a phenomenal growth. 
The postoffice receipts have increased 
by a big percentage and free deliv- 
ery is about to be established. There 
has been a great deal of bullding, both 
of business and residence structures, 
and practically all of them are occu- 
pied. Several of the churches have had 
such increases in membership and at- 
tendance that it has been necessary to 
erect new houses of worship. 

In order to be transferred into the 
fifth class a municipality must have a 
population of or more. It is gen- 
erally believed that the number of souls 
finding habitation within the city has 
reached well above that mark. 

Another proposition is to have a 
cial charter for the city instead of a 
fifth-class one. The former could be 
drawn to fit the town's peculiar needs 
but the latter ie as adopted by the 
Legisiature for all cities of the fifth 
class, and cannot practicably be amend- 
ea to fit individual needs. 

The sixth-class charter under which 
the city is now operating is 4d ed 
for towns of smaller populations, and 
provides for a somewhat more consol- 
idated form of government than is con- 
templated under a fifth-class charter. 
Under a fifth-class charter the city’s 
schools pass into the control of 
board of education of five mem 
Several of the city offices which. under 
the sixth-class form, are appointive, are 
elective under the fifth-class charter. 

e d of City Trustees is em- 
powered to determine the town's popu- 
lation by taking a specia! census.

The rig is the property of A. 
Elliott of the Center Livery and Feed 
Stables, at the sontheast corner of 
Fourth and San Pedro streets, in this 
city, but the discovery of his owner- 
ship has cast little light upon the mys- 
tery surrounding the identity of the 
dead thief. 

For many months the ranchers in the 
vicinity of Downey had beer missing 
chickens, Sometimes whole coops full 
of fowls would be stolen in a night, 
and the ranchers began guarding their 
property. On the night of July lb a 
man was seen entering the barnyard 
of a rancher named Brown, and while 
in the act of raiding the hen roost he. 
was shot and killed by some person 
whose identity 
really tried to ascertain, it being con- 
sidered that the thief got what he de- 
served. There is not much doubt as to 
who fired the shot; but the matter was 
never investigated further than to hold 
the Coroner's inquest, the verdict be- 
ing that the deceased came to his death 
at the hands of persunm or persons un- 
known to the jury. 

Near the scene of the tragedy was 
found a fine mare hitched to a rubber- 
tired buggy. In the buggy were a num- 
ber of sacks which had been used to 
carry away chickens, showing that the 
victim of the shooting had been a pro- 
fessional chicken thief. No owner of 
the rig appeared, and after a reaconable 
time it was sold at auction, Samuel K. 
Woodward of Downey being the pur- 
chaser. The rig was easily worth $2530, 
but Woodward bought it for about $15 
and took it home. 

Saturday the real owner of the rig 
was found through circulars which he 
had sent out offering a reward for the 
return of a horse and buggy which he 
helieved had been stolen from him. Mr. 
Eliiott’'s story of the recovery of his 
property follows: 

“On the evening of July 15," said he, 
“a well-dressed man, who was known 
to me as Mr. Roberts, came to my 
place and hired the rig. He had been 
there many times before and: hired bug- 
gies to go into the country. He had 
invariably come in the evening and al- 
ways returned the next morning. 
last time I saw him he stated that pe 
would want the horse and baggy for 
two weeks or more, and paid me in 
advance for ft. I thought nothing of 
the matter, and it never occurred to 
me that he was the man who was 
killed that night, although I saw the 
news of .the killi in the papers. Two 
w passed and he did noi return. 
After three or four weeks I began to 
feel uneasy, and about five weeks after 
he had left Tt had some 
printed offering a reward of $25 for the 
return of the rig. turday I recetved 
information that Woodward had my 
property. and I went to his place and 
identified. it.
